Tbe E lectoral V ole o f G eorgia Lost to 
H ancock. 
A t l a n t a , December 1st.—The Electoral 
vote of Gei rgia is probably lost to Hancock 
and English, for the following reasons : The 
Revised Statutes of the United States pro­ 
vide, in Section 135, that the Electoral Col­ 
lege of the several States shall meet on the 
first Wednesday in December and cast tbe 
vote. 
The Georgia Code, Section 1,312, pro­ 
vides that the Governor shall notify the Elec­ 
tors to meet at the Capital on the first Mon­ 
day in December, to be ready on the Wednes­ 
day following to cast their votes. This the 
Governor has done, but the Electors have 
not met to-day, or voted, and it is thought 
by leading officials and lawyers here that 
they have no right to meet next Wednesday, 
T he In d ia n s—R eport o f th e S ecretary o f 
th e lu ie r lo r . 
W a s h in g to n , December 1st.—In his an 
nuai report the Secretary of the Interior 
gives a review not only of the operations of 
the past year, but of the four years of his ad­ 
ministration. The larger part of the report 
is devoted to Indian affairs. 
In his opening 
chapter upon this subject the Secretary gives 
an explanation of the important change 
which has taken place with regard to the 
reservation system. 
He says, although at 
first, accepting it as he found it, the reserva­ 
tion policy which had so long been followed 
by the Indian Office, more extensive observa­ 
tion and study of the matter gradually con­ 
vinced him that this was mistaken policy ; 
that it would be better for the Indiana and 
more in accordance with justice as well as 
wise expediency to respect their home attach­ 
ments, to leave them upon the lands they 
occupied, provided such lands were capable 
of yielding them a sustenance by agriculture 
or pastoral pursuits, and to begin and follow 
up the practice of introducing among them 
the occupations of civilized life on the 
ground 
they 
inhabited. 
In 
view 
of 
the 
fact, 
also, 
that 
the 
maintenance 
of a system <-f large reservations against 
the pressure of white immigration and settle­ 
ment would, in the course of time, become 
imprncticable, a different policy has been fol­ 
lowed, having for its object the settlement of 
the Indians upon lands in severalty, the dis­ 
posal for their benefit of their lands not re­ 
quired for this purpose, and gradually to pre­ 
pare the way for their final incorporation into 
the body politic as independent and self-rely­ 
ing men, invested with all the rights which 
other inhabitants of the country possess. 
The results already accomplished in pursu­ 
ance of this policy, and the promising out­ 
looks in the same direction, are described in 
general terms and illustrated by- specific ac­ 
counts of the progress made by individual 
tribes. Tbe Secretary does not make a recom­ 
mendation of importance with regard to land 
grants to railroads, but recapitulates their 
last annual reports, and states, as the result 
of investigation made by the Government 
Auditor, that their property is in good con­ 
dition, Their earnings have largely increased, 
and although the rates both for freight and 
passengers have been reduced, it is believed 
there will be, with the filling up of the coun­ 
try west of the Missouri, remunerative busi­ 
ness enough for each of them. 
The t'asc o f L aw jer IIIU Decided. 
C h ica g o , December 1st.—Regarding the 
lawyer, Charles A. Hill, who was tried yes­ 
terday in St. Louis, the further facts are 
these: The indictment charged him with 
altering greenback notes for fraudulent pur­ 
poses, and having in h¡3 possession counter­ 
feit coin and certain implements for the man­ 
ufacture of bogus dimes. He was detected 
in the act of cutting dollar notes and so past­ 
ing the pieces together as to make ten notes 
out of nine. In his drawer were found one 
or two counterfeit dimes, and plaster molds 
for making similar coins. The defendant was 
arrested last summer, and has been iu jail 
ever since. The District Attorney (Noble) 
pressed all the counts in the indictment ex­ 
cept one, and to this the defendant entered a 
plea cf guilty. He undertook to explain to the 
Judge how the counterfeit money 
and 
plaster molds came into his possession, 
and insisted that he never used them 
for any illegal purpose. 
¿Vs to the clipping 
of the greenbacks, he pleaded guilty to that, 
and begged tbe Judge, for the sake of the 
profession, and in consideration of his pre­ 
vious good character, to deal gently with 
him. 
He said he had resided here five years, 
and tried about fifty cases in the Circuit 
Court, and being allowed to prove his good 
character, he appeared in Court in the after­ 
noon, accompanied by his lawyer, John H. 
O’Neil, and Mr. Holden, a cousin of an ex­ 
Lieutenant-Governor of California and tbe 
general agent of D. Appleton & Co., book 
publishers. Mr. Holden stated that he had 
known the prisoner from childhood, but had 
seen very little of him for a long time, until 
three years ago. 
He knew him when he was 
a school teacher, and when he practiced law 
in Cleveland. 
He went to California and 
was a teacher there. 
Mr. White, a teacher 
in San Francisco, told the witness at Kansas 
Oity that Hill bore an excellent character 
there. The witness went with Prof. Wm. T. 
Harris to the convention at Little Rock, 
and there met a person who spoke highly of 
Hill as a teacher, and as a man of good re­ 
pute. Dr. Fitzgerald, editor of the Chris­ 
tian Advocate at Nashville, Tenn., was there, 
and gave the witness a letter indorsing the 
character .of the prisoner, whom he knew as 
a teacher a t Sacramento. He Baid he was 
the last man whom he would suspect of a 
criminal act of any kind. 
When about 22 
years old. Hill went to Lancaster, Pa., ami 
studied law in the office of James Buchanan, 
who was elected President of the United 
States. 
Hill stood high as a lawyer and as 
an educator in California, and also stood well 
as a politician. 
Don’t know why he came to 
St. Louis. 
Judge Treat remarked that this case was 
Kke many others that came before the Court 
and was surrounded with difficulties. 
When 
parties make a plea of guilty, strict justice 
requires something more than a nominal sen­ 
tence. 
The sentence will be a year’s impris­ 
onment in the city jail, to date from the 11th 
of July last, and a nominal fine of $1 and 
costs. 
H ow rtU la n th ro p lst B ench W ould T reat 
I'rlm laala. 
N ew Y o rk , December 1st.—A t a meeting 
in Cooper Institute, last night, of tbe friends 
of prison reform, Henry Bergh astonished 
the assemblage by declaring himself utterly 
opposed to the sentiment of the meeting. He 
said: “ I believe if a man cannot live with­ 
out murdering somebody, be must be got out 
of the way. I say kill him. A great deal 
has been said abont improving criminals.- 
Let me tell you how I would abolish all the 
penitentiaries in the land to save all expenses 
of running. 
In their place I would have 


whipping-posts everywhere, and to make 
sure that the lash was laid on thoroughly, I 
would offer a reward for the invention of a 
steam machine'that could not be bribed with 
offers of political place or money. . No man 
has had a better opportunity to see what 
criminals are made of than I have had, and I 
tell you that hundreds of them commit crime 
to be sent to places which you provide for 
their comfort. 
They are warm and clean 
there. They get good soup and nice potatoes, 
and everything which hard-working, honest 
men and women can’t get in your tenement 
houses.”

THE UNLOADED GUN. 


THE CONGRESSIONAL 
OUTLOOK 


It is intimated from W ashington that 
■both parties in Congress will be disposed 
to hold aloof from important questions 
-during the coming session, and that though 
the session may he a business one it is 
doubtful whether auy of the more pressing 
subjects w ill receive attention. 
Unfortu­ 
nately it is very difficult to find a session 
of Congress, nowadays, in which some 
such situation as is here foreshadowed does 
not exist. 
The disposition to postpone all 
really important 
measures Í3 the one 
tendency in which both parties unite. 
Ti,. silver question ought unquestionably 
to l>e dealt with boldly now. 
There is no 
reason for putting off action upon it, 
and there arc many strong reasons for tak­ 
ing it in hand. 
If nothing is done about 
it the mints will go on coining two mill ions 
and upwards of the “ buzzard” dollars 
every month, and the two thousand tons of 
silver now in the Treasury will increase 
until they are three thousand ton3. 
The 
larger the amount the greater will he the 
danger that a sudden drain of gold may set 
in. and throw the country hack upon a sil- 
r standard before it knows where it is. 
But the parties do not care anything about 
this. They will go on “ sparring for wind,” 
as the prize-fightei8 put it, and they will 
think 
they 
are 
managing 
cleverly 
if 
they can got through the session without 
having committed themselves to any dis­ 
tinct policy. 
It is in this way that faction 
operates to prevent the accomplishment of 
measures demanded in the public iuterc6t, 
and that parties lose sight of their duty to 
tbe country in the eagerness of their ef­ 
forts to out-maneuver ono another. 
The 
funding hill is another measure which 
can 
however 
rot 
be 
postponed 
with 
th e 
same 
ease. 
Some 
decision 
upon 
ti at 
must 
bo 
reached 
within 
the 
next 
six 
months 
at 
furthest, 
and 
therefore the most adroit time-servers will 
be compelled to take a definite position 
upon it. 
Some day perhaps we shall have 
a Congress courageous enough to legislate 
w ith a single eye to the welfare of the 
country’, hut it must be confessed that a 
sort of political millennium will have to 
dawn before that is possible. 
A t present 
w e can only hope that the general disposi­ 
tion to “ fight sh y" of important issues 
may be productive of no serious evils. 


THE 
ENGLISH 
CONSERVATIVES. 


Tho drift of the Marquis of Salisbury's 
"Woodstock speech shows that the Con- 
scrvativea have determined upon a policy 
which will certainly give the Government 
a great deal of trouble, if it does not un­ 
seat them. 
Lord Salisbury takes the 
ground upon the Irish question that the 
attem pts of the Government to m eet the 
present agitation by a land reform scheme 
arc certain to fail, because land reform is 
not the real end, hut merely the temporary 
pretext of the Land League. 
Ho assert» 
that what is really demanded is what no 
Euglish Government can even venture to 
discuss, namely, repeal of the Union, and 
that, this being tho case, whatever may­ 
be proposed in the direction of land reform 
w ill only embolden the friends of Home 
Hule to increase their demands. 
The Con­ 
servatives, as Lord Salisbury intimates, 
propose to tax Mr. Gladstone with the fail­ 
ure of his previous Irish legislation, referring 
t '> his disestablishment bill, and charging 
him with having, by that measure, suggested 
and even pointed out the way, for the 
agitation which has since occurred. 
It 
m ust be admitted that this is likely to be 
a very formidable line for the Government, 
the more especially as the Land Leagners 
seem bent upcn paralyzing the only Minis­ 
try that has lately been friendly to Ireland, 
and since they are daily furnishing new 
arguments aad weapons to Mr. Gladstone’s 
opponents. 
Should the English people be­ 
come satisfied that the Conservative view 
is correct, and that land reform is regarded 
as only a stepping-stone to more radical 
measures, it w ill almost certainly become 
im possible for the Liberals to carry out 
that conciliatory programme which they 
have striveu so earnestly to adhere to thus 
far, and it is quite probable that the Con­ 
servative» may once more find themselves in 
power, 
and practically pledged, at the 
same tim e, to a Jingo policy in regard to 
Ireland. 
Sach an outcome would be of 
oonrse m ost disastrous to land reform 
hopes, hut it is what is most likely to re­ 
su lt from the present mad attem pt of the 
League to pit itself openly against the 
w hole power of the British Empire. 


Experience justifies the assertion that 
neither warnings nor examples arc effect­ 
ual in diminishing the carelessness which 
is often as potent as deliberate crime in 
the production of calamities. 
Though 
scarcely a day passes without some shock­ 
ing disaster caused by the discharge of 
firearms which were supposed to be un­ 
loaded, and though the majority of these 
disasters are directly caused by allowing 
children access to the firearms, there is no 
evidence that the public grow any more 
cautions, or that parents attem pt to exer­ 
cise any greater supervision over the acts 
of their children. 
Two fatal occurrences 
of this kind have been reported within 
the past week. 
One occurred at Mayfield, 
in this State, and it was peculiarly dis­ 
tressing. 
A boy had been given a gun 
and some powder, “ to play w ith,” and as 
he had not been furnished with bullets it 
was very absurdly thought by his parents 
that he could not do any harm. 
As a 
matter of course the juvenile intelligence 
was quite equal to the invention of ammu­ 
nition. 
It was true the boy had no bul­ 
lets, but there were plenty of stones lying 
about, and with one of them he loaded 
his gun and then discharged it into the 
body of a young lady. 
She was on the eve 
of her marriage, and this piece of criminal 
im becility on the 
part of 
the parents 
of 
the young homicide 
made just 
so 
much difference in her destiny that she 
was buried on the day which had been se­ 
lected for her marriage. 
Here then were 
at least two lives blasted, and one de­ 
stroyed utterly, through the fatuous stu­ 
pidity of a father and mother who appear 
to have cared for very little beyond the 
amusement of their child. 
Of course they 
are sorry for what has happened, but what 
is the use of their sorrow ? 
It will not re­ 
store their son’s victim to life, or bring 
consolation to her lover or her parents. 
Had they been measurably careful ¿it the 
outset they would have known that a small 
boy cannot he trusted with a gun and gun­ 
powder, even though he may not have 
any 
bullets. 
The 
other 
case 
oc­ 
curred 
in 
W ashington 
Territory. 
A 
fond 
mother 
had 
gooe 
out 
and left 
her six-year-old boy to amuse himself. 
H e found a Sharp's rifle, and began to play 
with it. 
It was unloaded, for a wonder, 
but to compensate that oversight cart­ 
ridges had been left within reach. 
The 
youngster found one, loaded the rifle, and 
in the usual manner pointed it at a little 
girl who lived in the house, pulled the 
trigger, and sent a ball through her heart. 
W e are told that the parents of both the 
children “ are perfectly distracted over the 
“ awful affair,” and certainly the mother 
of the boy who killed his playm ate ought 
to be distracted, for the calamity is due to 
her culpable carelessness, and she Í3 there­ 
fore responsible for it. 
W e have taken 
these two cases merely because they are 
the newest. 
Similar ones happen every 
day, and in all parts of the country, and 
when the disaster has occurred we are 
always told, with the same appearance of 
confidence that 
the 
etatem ent 
settles 
everything, that the person responsible 
“ did not know it was loaded.” 


The stupidity and carelessness which un­ 
derlie all these so-called accidents may 
perhaps be regarded as hopeless, but we 
are not so sure that a check might not be 
put to such homicides by holding the 
parents of children who kill people, re­ 
sponsible before 
the law. 
W e are in­ 
clined to think that if the leaving of fire­ 
arms or lethal weapons of any kind within 
the reach of children 
of 
tender years 
was made criminal, it would have a salu­ 
tary effect. 
As it is, the parents have 
nothing 
to fear from the worst their 
children can do. 
No doubt it is un­ 
pleasant to feel that one’s boy has slaugh­ 
tered a playmate or a grown-up friend, but 
there are no penalties attached to this kind 
of murder, and all the real punishment 
falls upon the 
relations of the victim. 
Possibly the boy who has once killed his 
man may become more cautious because of 
it, and it is hardly probable that his 
parents will give him a second opportunity. 
But the cost of such experience is alto­ 
gether too heavy upon society, and it is plain 
that anything which tended to prevent 
similar “ casualties” would be 
in the 
line of reform, 
Thu3 far it would seem 
that though all parents admit the stupidity 
and recklessness of other parents in such 
cases, few or none of them take the les3on 
home to themselves. 
If they did one such 
occurrence would serve as a guarantee 
against similar disasters in a whole com­ 
munity for at least a generation. 
But, in 
fact, we know that this is not tho case. 
An “ unloaded ” gun may kill somebody 
in San Francisco to-day, hut that will not 
prevent a similar “ accident ” in Sacra­ 
mento to-morrow. 
The fact is that there 
is too complete an absence of responsibility 
in the matter, and this encourages careless­ 
ness. 
If parents knew that they could 
not leave guns and pistols lying about, 
loaded or unloaded, without incurringsome 
serious risk to themselves, they would 
learn to take precautions which 
have 
hitherto been neglected, and as there ap­ 
pears to he no other mode of bringing them 
to a sense of their obligations we propose 
this as a* seasonable subject for legisla­ 
tion. 


TAMMANY’S FRAUD CRY. 


Judging from the manifesto just issued 
from Tammany Hali, the New York Demo­ 
crats have not abandoned their purpose of 
making mischief if possible. 
The declara­ 
tion of Tammany in behalf of purity of the 
ballot is, however, too grotesque to be 
received Beriously. 
Iu 1S68 the New York 
Democrats, under the able management of 
Samuel J. Tilden, succeeded in polling (or 
counting) no 
less than forty thousand 
fraudulent ballots. 
The evidence of this 
gigantic fraud has been made public, and 
there is no possibility of disputing the 
fact. 
The same politicians who were en­ 
gaged in that work now come forward and 
assert that New York State was carried 
for Garfield by “ colonization.” 
The ab­ 
surdity of this explanation is apparent on 
its face. 
Colonization implies the bring­ 
ing in of voters from some other part of 
the country. 
B at the Presidential election 
was held at the same time throughout the 
Union, and the Republicans assuredly had 
no opportunity to colonize on that day, 
since they could not have strengthened 
themselves in N ew York without weak­ 
ening them selves somewhere else. 
It was 
necessary for them, fighting as they were 
against 
the

They were obliged to regard 
each post as a vital one, and they were 
also obliged to make every tight with the 
votes the locality supplied. 
The idea of 
colonization is supremely ridiculous there­ 
fore. 
The first qaestion that occurs to 
everyone, namely, W here did the colonists 
come from ? settles it. 
It is astonishing 
that Tammany should not have more sense 
than to put forward such thin and sense­ 
less stuff as this. 
It is the more surprising 


because there can hardly be any doubt 
existing in any part of the country as to 
the real cause of Hancoek's defeat in N ew 
York. 
Mr. John K elly must think, as the 
ostrich is fabled to do, that when he hides 
his head nobody can see him. 
There has 
not, however, been any mistake as to his 
responsibility in the late election, and 
there is not likely to be any.

The Electoial College, and How the Cali­ 
fornia Electors Cast Their Totes. 


Yesterday was the day set for the meeting 
of the Presidential Electors chosen by the 
people of California at the election of No­ 
vember 
2, 
1880, as an Electoral Col­ 
lege. 
The 
meeting was held 
in 
the 
private office of Governor Perkins at the 
Capitol, and there were present all the Elec­ 
tors chosen except one, and a number of cit­ 
izens interested in the formality of the pro­ 
ceedings, as well as Governor Perkins and 
Secretary of State Burns. 
The Electors were 
assembled at 2 o’clock, and after a brief con­ 
sultation An organization was effected. 
As 
to very many people the formalities and de­ 
tails of President-making are not familiar, 
tbe details of the proceedings had are closely 
followed in this report. 
On motion of W. B. C. Brown and the 
second of Henry Edgerton, W. T. Wallace 
was called to preside. Barclay Henley was 
chosen Secretary. 
The Electors present then 
presented their credentials, to w it: 
W. T. 
Wallace, W. B. O. Brown, R. F. Del Valle, 
Barclay Henley, Henry Edgerton; absent, 
J. C. Shorb. 
The credentials were in tripli­ 
cate to each Elector, and each read as fol­ 
lows : 
State of California,

Pursuant to lawB of the United States, passed 
on the lBtday of March, 170.’, and on the 23.1 day 
of January, 1845, I, Geo. C. Perkins, Governor of 
California, do hereby certify that W. T. Wallace, J. 
C. Shorb, II. 1. Del Valle, W. IÍ. C. Brown, Barclay 
Henley, Henry Edgerton,have been chosen Electors 
of President and Vice-President of the United 
States, on the part of this State, agreeably to the 
provisions of the laws of the said State, and in 
conformity to the Constitution of the United States 
of America, for the purpose cf giving in their votes 
for President and Vice President of the United 
States, for the term prescribed by tho Constitution 
of said United States, to begin on the 4th day of 
March, in the r ear of our Lord, 1SS1. 
Given under my hand and the seal of the State of 
California, at Sacramento, this 29th dav of Novem­ 
ber, A. D. 16-89.

The Chairman called the roll, and at the 
conclusion announced the absence of J. C. 
Shorb, and read the law which requires the 
Electors assembled to “ elect ” another per­ 
son to supply the deficiency or vacancy, hut 
the law does not state how the election in 
such case shall be held, whether by ballot or 
viva voce. 
W. B. C. Brown moved to proceed to elect 
by ballot. 
Carried. 
11. F. Del Valle nominated L. C. Branch 
of Stanislaus, seconded by M r. Brown. 
Ilenry Edgerton nominated John F. Miller 
of San Francisco, and seconded the nomina­ 
tion himself. 
The Secretary prepared the ballots, and the 
votes being cast, were counted and resulted 
as follows : L. C. Braneh, 4 ; John F. Miller, 
1 ; and JLr. Branch was declared elected and 
took his seat in the college. 
Mr. Branch is 
Assemblyman-elect from Stanislaus. 
A certificate was then prepared and signed 
as follows : 
S tats of California : We, whose names are men­ 
tioned in the annexed certificate of appointment, 
to w it: R. F. Del Valle, W. B. C. Brown, Barelav 
Henley, Henry Edgerton and William T. Wallace, 
having, pursuant to the Constitution and laws of 
the United States of America, and in the manner 
directed by the laws of the State of California, been 
appointed Electors of Preeid. nt and Vice-President 
of the United States of America, and having 
assembled at Sacramento city, the seat of govern 
mcnt, on this the first Wednesday in the month of 
December of the year 1880, being the first Wednes­ 
day in the month of December next alter our elec­ 
tion, and it thereupon appearing that J. C. Short), 
one of the Electors duly appointed, has failed to 
attend and is absent, did thereupon proceed to elect 
from the citizens of the State of California one 
person to supply the deficiency caused by the 
absence of the said -Shorb, ami tl.eriupon L. C. 
Branch, a citizen of the State of California, was 
duly elected by us to supply the deficiency aforesaid 
(Sigued and certified in form.) 
The Chair then declared the next business 
in order to be the voting for Prerident of the 
United'States. 
Ballots were then distributed, and after 
being collected the aesult was announced as 
follow s: 
For President of the United States, W in­ 
field S. Hancock of Pennsylvania, 5 ’; for 
President of the United States, James A 
Garfield of Ohio, 1. 
For Vice-President, Win. H . English of 
Indiana received 5 vote3 and Chester A. Ar­ 
thur of New York 1 vote. 
'[Tie next business was the preparation and 
signing of three ceitifieates, each to contain 
two distinct lists of the votes cast for Presi­ 
dent and Vice-President. 
Certificates neatly 
printed had been prepared for the College by 
the Secretary of State, but it was criticised 
by Mr. Edgerton, and it was after discussion 
agreed that instead of separate certificates of 
the vote for President and Vice-President, 
there should he one certificate ia triplicate, 
each containing two lists, one of the votes 
east for President and one of tho votes cast 
for Vice-President. 
It was finally agreed 
that the two forms prepared by the Secretary 
of State he used, one certifying as to the 
votes for President and the other as to the 
votes for Vice-President, but that the two be 
attached ana made one certificate, and an in­ 
terlineation was also ordered to express the 
fact that 8-cramento is the seat of Govern­ 
ment of the State of California. 
Thus cor­ 
rected the certificates were ordered copied 
out in engrossing hand, and while clerks were 
busy with that task the College proceeded to 
elect a messenger to hear its returr.a to 
Washington. 
The messenger receives 25 
cants per mile one way for travel. W. T. 
Wallace nominated Stephen Cooper, of Co­ 
lusa. 
W. B. C. Brown nomioated Ed. F. 
Leake, of Solano. 
L. C. Branch nominated 
W. P. Frost, of San Francisco. 
Mr. Frost 
received 2 votes, Mr. Cooper 3, Mr. Leake 
1, 
and there was no 
choice. 
In the 
next ballot the 
result 
was 
the Bame ; 
the next ballot was with the zame result, as 
also tho next and the next. 
Mr. Henley 
then made a speech in favor of Mr. Cooper, 
who is a pioneer aged 84, crossed the Rocky 
Mountains fifty years ago, and matched into 
California with Fremont. 
In his old age he 
asks this small acknowledgment. 
He had 
imperiled his life for the defense of the coun­ 
try, and he thought it best to give the aged 
veteran the preference and let him visit the 
national Capital, as he desires. 
Mr. Edger­ 
ton concurred in the remarks and suggested 
that it might he in order for Judge Wallace 
to repeat his campaign speech. 
Judge Wal­ 
lace replied, if General Clunie were present 
to reply to Mr. Edgerton he would move to 
have the two give a specimen of thtir mettle. 
After a recess of fifteen minutes. Mr. Brown 
withdrew the name of Mr. Leake, and Mr. 
Cooper was elected unanimously. Mr. Cooper 
arose and relumed his thanks to the College. 
A t this point the Secretary of State deliv­ 
ered to each elector a cei tifica’e entitling him 
to §8 for his services and 10 cents per mile 
for travel from his place of residence to Sac­ 
ramento.

There was now prepared a certificate for 
the messerger certifying to his election, and 
that he is authorized to bear a copy of the 
returns of the College to Washington, and 
the same was delivered to him. 
The first copies of the electors’ certificates 
were now brought in and sigued.

o infield S. Hancock, of Pennsylvania, and one (1) 
vote was cast for James A. Garfield, of Ohio 
In testimony whereof, we have hereunto ’set our 
hands, on the first Wednesday of December, in the 
year of oar Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty.. 
This certificate was signed by the Electors 
in triplicate, and a like certificate signed as 
to the vote for "Vice-President, the two mak­ 
ing np the one certificate required by law. 
Three packages were then made up. 
Each 
package contained (1) one of the certificates 
of the votes cast for President and Vice­ 
President- (2) the certificate relative to the 
election of Mr. Branch ; (3) the credentials 
of the Electors ; (4) the certificate o( the ap­ 
pointment of the messenger. 
Each package 
was then sealed up. 
One was addressed to 
the President of the United States Senate, 
and that one was delivered to the messenger • 
one was addressed in like manner aud depos­ 
ited in the postoffice, post paid, and one ad­ 
dressed to the United States District -Judge 
for the District of California, Ogden Hoff­ 
man, San Francisco. 
Each package wa3 in­ 
dorsed on the envelope : “ We, the under­ 
signed Electors of President and Vice-Presi­ 
dent forthe State of California, decertify, in 
pursuance of law, that the lists of the votes 
of the said State for President and Vice­ 
President are herein contained. 
Witness our 
hands, at Sacramento city, this 1st day- of 
December, A. D. 1SS0.” (Signed by the 
Electors. 
The Chairman then notified tbe messenger, 
Mr. Cooper, that he must deliver the package 
given to him to the President of the United 
States Senate before the first Monday in 
January, 1881. under penalty of a fine of 
§1,000 for failure; should he not find the 
President of the Senate in Washington, that 
he must deliver the package to the State D e­ 
partment of the United States a t the National 
Capital. 
The College then adjourned sine 
die.

The Sacramento County Teachers' Insti­ 
tute commenced its session yesterday at 10 
o’clock a. M , Superintendent C. E. Bishop 
presiding. 
Prayer was offered by Rev. Dr. 
Bentley. 
Messrs. E. P. Rowell and E. Car- 
ruthers were elected Vice-Presidents. 
W. L. 
W illis was appointed Secretary, and the fol­ 
lowing committees were announced hy the 
Chair : 
Committee on Introduction—Mrs. S. H. 
Jackman, Mrs. Sarah B. Byrod, Miss Har­ 
riet C. McCormack, Miss Cora Darling, W. 
J. Hyde, S. H. Jackman and C. C. Clements. 
Committee on Music—Misa J., Griffin, Miss 
H. O. McCormack, Miss Mattie K. Powers, 
Miss J ennie McMenomy. 
Committee on Resolutions—Mrs. Neliie 
M. Post, Miss Jennie Dickey, Miss Irene 
Richardson, George Smith, Julian Johnson, 
II. Lufkin and J. E. Blanchard. 
Committee on Questions—Miss Helen M. 
Waldron, Miss Addie H. Wells, W .L.W illis, 
J. Rhoades and E. Carrutliers. 
After announcement of tho committees Su­ 
perintendent Bishop addressed the Institute 
upon the duties and qualifications of teachers, 
lie placed integrity of character as the pre­ 
dominant requisite in the teacher, without 
w hich ability and learniug would fail to ac­ 
complish the mission of the public schools. 
Among the other qualities and accomplish­ 
ments mentioned for the model teacher were, 
warm and genial disposition combined with 
firmness aud good judgment; 
unchanging 
exemplary conduct and iudustry ; knowledge 
of, and ability, to practically teach the laws 
of [hygiene, and also in governing others to 
have perfect control of self. 
Kev. Dr. Bentley made some remarks 
upon the importance of education and the 
difference between the English system of par­ 
ochial schools and the public schools of this 
country. 
Also of the duty devolving upon 
teachers to train the youth in such manner 
as to make them intelligent, self-reliant and 
good American citizens. 
An intermission was then taken of a few 
moments, after which order was called and 
the audience joined in singing “ America.” 
Mrs. Emily F. Ives next addressed the Ie- 
stitute upon the subject of “ Grammar, and 
the Best Methods of Teaching It."’ 
Prof. 
W. J . Hyde also 'spoke at length upon the 
same subject. 
Au adjournment was then taken until 2 
l*. M. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Institute reassembled at the hour to 
which adjournment was made. 
Mr. Keenan, 
teacher of languages in this city, spoke upon 
the subject of literature. 
In his address he 
reviewed the leading authors cf the German, 
FTench, Spanish and English. 
He gave a 
very full and instructive treatment of the 
subject. 
After a brief recess Professor Norton, of 
the State Normal School, was introduced, 
aud gave a lengthy and very highly interest­ 
ing addiess upon the methods of teaching 
geography. 
He stated that as he Btudied 
this branch when a boy he learned the 
names of the Capitals and a few other 
principal 
objects, 
but 
really 
knew 
nothing of the study, and 
that it was 
difficult to be learned and retained as then 
taught. 
He then gave illustrations of the 
manner in which it may he taught so as to 
fully interest the scholars, and that when 
they became interested they would learn and 
retain it. 
He gave an instance of taking a 
class to a stream and there to explain how the 
banks and islands were formed aud changed. 
In this connection he pleasingly digressed, 
and taking the Mississippi river as an ex­ 
ample showed that by scientific investigation 
it ia ascertained that the delta of that river 
was at one time near St. Louis and that the 
gulf extended to Cairo, a short distance be­ 
low ; that by the deposit of sediment from 
the Missouri. Mississippi and Ohio rivers 
a 
filling of 
from 
600 
to 800 
feet in 
places was made along what is now known as 
the Mississippi valley, and thus the States 
along that region and the gulf were formed. 
He would teach geography by practically ex­ 
plaining and interesting the scholars in this 
manner. 
H e referred to having given to a 
schocl on one occasion, which he was visit­ 
ing, a description of the Esquimaux and their 
habits of life, their methods of building 
their dwellings, and of killing hears, etc., 
and found, at a subsequent visit, that all who 
had heard his previous description could give 
a very good account of what he had told 
them. 
At. the close of his address the Institute 
adjourned to the evening sesaion, which was 
held in the Sixth-street M. E. Church. 
The evening session 
commenced at 8 
o’clock, and was occupied by a most, in­ 
tensely interesting lecture by Professor Nor­ 
ton upon the Mound Builders. 
Owing to the 
extremely stormy condition of the weather 
there was not as many present as there would 
otherwise have been, hut there was a fair au­ 
dience and they were most highly enter­ 
tained. 
The sessions of the Institute hereafter will 
be held at the Capital Grammar School, on 
(j street, between Ninth and Tenth. 
Professor Norton will remain duriDg to­ 
day and to-morrow.

in th e Board of Education 
L ast Night. 
The City Board of Education met last 
night, in adjourned session, all present ex­ 
cept Mr. Stalker. 
Director Dacelwitz of 
the San Francisco Board was present as a 
visitor. 
The matter of the suspension of Professor 
Adams by Mr. Landes was taken up. 
The Superintendent stated the cause of 
Mr. Adams’s suspension to be his flat refusal 
to afford the Superintendent an opportunity 
to examine the school register, though he 
had waited about a month for it. The Board 
had Monday night reinstated Mr. Adams 
for two days. The Superintendent on Tues­ 
day again demanded the register, and Mr. 
Adams again refused it, whereupon the 
Superintendent again suspended him. Mr. 
Adams 
said 
the 
cause 
of 
the delay 
to deliver the register had already been 
explained to the Board by Mr. Brier. The 
Superintendent had objected to a former re­ 
port of his as full of errors. That report and 
the semi-annual reports had been received by 
Superintendents without objection, and they 
were all like the one condemned by Mr. Lan­ 
des. 
He explained these reports by one he 
used as an example, claiming the Superin­ 
tendent had sought to discredit his capacity 
as a teacher without foundation, the errors 
alleged being more omissions. A t the time 
of the trouble about that report, the Super­ 
intendent denied that Adams had left the old 
register with him, and * accompanied the de­ 
nial with approbrious epithets. 
He had 
therefore resolved to deliver no more regis­ 
ters to him except in the presence of wit­ 
nesses, and on delivery of a proper receipt, 
that his veracity might not again be ques­ 
tioned. 
W hat had been said as to his re­ 
fusal to deliver 'the present register was 
substantially correct; it was incomplete, and 
he was unwilling to deliver it.su that condi­ 
tion, and its ir.c unplet.ness was not his fault. 
Superintendent Landes, inreply, explained 
the difficulty of frequently getting correct 
and full reports from teachers, and in detail 
pointed out, from a sample report, a variety 
of the errors and omissions. He reasserted 
that the report of Mr. Adams, about which 
the trouble began, was incurrect. 
He reas­ 
serted that the old register of the High 
School was not in his office, and that he had 
not received it, and during the search for it 
both got into a hot temper and used strong 
language. But after that he and Mr. Adams 
had adjusted their difficulty, and the relations 
had since been amicable until the recent issue 
concerning the new register. He disclaimed 
any personal feeling against the teacher, or 
any desire to do anything regarding him not 
justified by the law and rules. 
He detailed 
the story of the personal altercation between 
himself and the teacher. He claimed he had 
made a reasonable request ot Mr. Adams, 
and that he had the right to suspend him for 
his refusal to comply. If he was to be Su­ 
perintendent of Schools he desired to be 
obeyed and respected as] such, else he could 
not discharge the functions of his office. On 
question of privilege he asked by what 
authority 
Mr. 
Brier 
had 
said 
the 
High School teachers were always willing to 
comply with all reasonable requests of tie 
Superintendent. Such a statement placed 
him in a false position. 
Mr. Brier could not 
know all that took place between the Super- 
iatendent and teachers. He didn’t think Mr. 
Brier should always appear to defend Mr. Ad­ 
ams or act as his second and bottle-holder, lie 
would do well to look to himself, as he’d have 
enough to do to defend himself. He also in­ 
timated that Mr. Brier was a convenient 
witness for Mr. Adams and ready to sustain 
him as such. 
Mr. Brier here declared that he would not 
sit still under such false imputations. The 
uperintendent was called to order, and 
ceased. 
Mr. Adams replied to the Superintendent, 
agaiu explaining his reports and pronouncing 
the statements of the Superintendent incor­ 
rect and his criticism without foundation. 
Director Tracy said the report question 
didn’t figure in the case. 
The Superintendent said the issue is wheth­ 
er teachers shall respond to his demands for 
statistical facts necessary for his annal report, 
to show the cost, system, successes and faults 
of the department, and important on which 
to base suggestions for the tuture conduct of 
the department. 
Director Tracy said he would sustain the 
Superintendent and the teacher, each in the 
line of his duty and privilege. The rules do 
require a register kept, but the Superintend­ 
ent had not, he thought, the direct authority, 
expressed by law, to take possession ot it in 
term time. The suspension was made in the 
mid t of e. recitation-hour, and was arbitrary 
and done with feeling. The Superintendent 
can suspend for good cause, and he has a gen­ 
eral supervision of the teacherB, and for any 
misconduct of the teachers is to report them 
to the Board. The Board was to meet the 
very night of the suspension, and the mis­ 
conduct could have been reported to it. The 
suspension in the midst of a recitation was 
demoralizing to the school, and not to be 
tolerated. The Board fixed a night to ex­ 
amine into this case, but immediately the 
Superintendent goes to the High School, and 
again makes issue, and agaiu suspends the 
teacher. The Superintendent can get an 
order, if necessary’, from the Board for any 
information he needs from teachers. 
Director Ilornblower Baid he had all along 
been impressed with the “ high mightiness” of 
Mr. Adams. 
If the Board did this or that, 
Adams would resign ; if Landes wa3 elected, 
Adr.ms would resign ; if his Balary was re­ 
duced, Adams would resign. Y et he did not, 
and the Board did as it pleased, and Landes 
was elected, and the salary reduced, and 
Adams 
didn’t 
resign. 
He 
recognized 
the 
fact 
of 
this 
disgraceful 
feeling 
and 
issue. 
The 
suspension 
was 
un­ 
seemly and hot-tempered, and with malice. 
But it was by the Superintendent, he was 
elected by the people, and responsible to 
them. The Board can’t unseat him ; the 
law gives him “ control” of the teachers, and 
the Superintendent Í3 superior to the Board 
in that Yespect, and is the judge of the 
“ good cause” 
required for suspension. 
There had been factions and wrangles, and 
there could be no peace with both Adams 
and Landes in the department. McDonald 
was hounded till the Board yielded and put 
him out, and Adams ought to have been fiied 
at the same time. The teachers of the High 
School say they will respond to “ proper” 
demands of the Superintendent. Who is to 
judge of what is proper on the part of the 
Superintendent'.' The teachers? Certainly 
not. 
He 
said 
it 
was 
rumored 
that 
there 
is 
a 
motive 
for 
concealing 
the register, to w it: That pupils pre­ 
pared by McDonald stand higher in their 
studies than others. If so, let it be known ; 
if not, let it ba known. 
The second suspen­ 
sion was as bad as the first, and disgraceful. 
Let the matter be settled at once and for­ 
ever. 
He would vote to reinstate Mr. 
Adams, but were he Superintendent, and be­ 
lieved he was right, he would suspend him 
again if the devil stood in the door. The sus­ 
pension was malicious and arbitrary, but the 
Superintendent must be respected. 
Both 
these men feel an interest in the schools—he 
believed that—and they ought to 1^ har­ 
monized. Some order should be made that 
would end the trouble, for the sake of the 
pupils of the schools and the reputation of 
the department. 
Director Tracy called attention to the fact 
that the Board has the right to reinstate, and 
thereby becomes a judge of the “ good 
cause.” 
Superintendent Landes denied that he had 
any malice, or 
had acted arbitrarily or 
meanly. 
He would do the same again with 
any teacher or pupil refuaing to obey a law­ 
ful order, and he felt it to be his bounden 
duty to thus check insubordination instant­ 
ly, and at the time of the commission of 
the offense. As to the second suspension, 
the Board, after reinstating Mr. Adams, 
failed to direct him to deliver the register, 
and so he again demanded it, and on re­ 
fusal again suspended him. 
Mr. Tracy moved to reinstate Mr. AdamB. 
Mr. Hornblower moved to add an order 
that he report the standing of papila within 
two days. 
Mr. McClatcby moved to amend, that 
Mr. Adams be reinstated on condition that 
he report the standing within two days. 
Mr. Tracy said the circumstances of the 
suspension showed it to be arbitrary and 
wrong, in being enforced while the teacher 
had a class on the floor, and thu3 working 
injury to the school. 
He opposed the 
amendments and wanted Adams reinstated, 
because the suspension was ill-advised. 
He 
would favor a separate resolution requiring 
a register transcript reported. As to the 
standing of the McDonald pupils, people who 
ta k of that are in error, for the Superin­ 
tendent has long had the report of the junior 
and middle classes, in which alone are those 
pupils, and in Mr. Adams’s, the senior class. 
Mr. McClatehy said both Superintendent 
anil teacher had been wrong, and hence his 
motion, to chow that the Board condemns 
both for their acts. 
The Superintendent protested that be had 
no inaiice, said he was or was not Superin­ 
tendent. and not a mere clerk of the Board. 
Mr. Hornblower said he judged there was 
malice, because of the speech of the Super­ 
intendent and the charge of “ bottle-holder” 
against Mr. Brier, and insinuations againBt 
him bv the Superintendent. 
_ 
A fter a further debate, in which it was 
i3»veloped that the register demanded is not 
a "formal “ State Register,” but a register- 
book furnished Mr. Adams by the Superm- 
tendent for the purpose of making a state­ 
ment to him, and that Mr. Adams does not 
keep snch a register as the rules require, and 
that the Superintendent has a nght to ex­ 
amine registers, the motion to reinstate on 
condition was voted down. 
Mr. Adams said that by Friday he would 


furnish the Superintendent a transcript of 
the standing of the pupils of his class. 
The motion to reinstate Mr. Adams then 
prevailed. 
Mr. Tracy móved that when the Board ad­ 
journed it adjourn Bubject to the call of the 
President. He made it because of the threat 
of the Superintendent to again suspend, in 
which case the Board could not take up the 
case until the next regular meeting. 
Mr. Hornblower said such an order would 
be a vote of want of confidence in the Super­ 
intendent, and was not a proper proceeding. 
The Superintendent said the motion was 
apparently an effort to check him in the per­ 
formance of his duty. He had said, and now 
said, that whenever a teacher gives cause he 
will suspend him, however often the Boaid 
reinstates, either for the same or other cause;

against 960,210 centals, valued at §1,956,­ 
551, during the same month in 1879. 
The tax collections np to last evening 
amounted to §331,000. 
Between the honrs 
of 9 A. m. and 1 p. M. to-day, the sum of 
§15,000 was collected. 
Collections to date 
show that the property holders of San 
Franaisco are exhibiting more alacrity than 
usual in payments. 
A few days since a gentleman in this 
city received a letter from one of the of­ 
ficers of the United States Coast Survey 
steamer Hassler, which is at present en­ 
gaged in surveying work on the Mexican 
coast, which suggests a reason why the 
Government vessel Freda did not find the 
Socorro Island while she was in search of 
the castaway crew of the Mathilde last 
summer. 
The officer’s letter states that 
the Hassler stopped at Socorro Island on 
the way down, and at Brathilwaite Bay 
found a white cross, erected in a conspicu­ 
ous plaoa, and by the side of the cross a 
bottle containing an account of the W itch’s 
trip from San Francisco to the island. 
On 
an island forming one of the group, proba­ 
bly Benedictine Island, the Hassler dis­ 
covered the mound erected by the Freda. 
It is possible that Lieutenant Yates was 
wrong in his calculations, and mistook the 
Benedictine for Socorro Island. 
Leland Stanford, President of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific, and Fred Crocker, Vice-Presi­ 
dent of the Southern Pacific, and the 
various heads of departments of both rail­ 
roads were before the Railroad Commission 
this morning in relation to the proposed 
schedule to be fixed for freights of all rail­ 
roads in the State. 
Governor Stanford, on 
behalf 
the Southern and Central Pacific 
roads, objected to tho Commission fixing 
any tariff for freights for either of the 
roads, claiming that both roads were 
operating under a charter from the Federal 
Government, and that the law directing 
this Commission to regulate fares and 
freights only applied to railroads operated 
under charter from the State. 
Governor 
Stanford furthermore intimated that if the 
Commission undertook to regulate the 
schedule of freights for either of the com­ 
panies which he represented, he would 
seek an injunction from the United States 
Circuit Court. 
The Commission took no 
action in the premises.
